In  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  on  us  by  Section 
1142  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Alabama,  which  directs  that 
^*the  Railroad  Commissioners  through  their  President, 
shall  make  to  the  Governor  for  transmission  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  a  report  of  their  acts  and  doings  for  the 
year  ending  the  30th  day  of  June  next  preceding,  setting 
forth  such  facts  as  will  disclose  the  actual  working  of 
the  railroad  system  of  thiS  State,  and  making  such  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  general  railroad  policy  of  the  State  as 
to  them  may  seem  appropriate,  and  submit  such  recom- 
mendations for  further  legislation  upon  the  subject  of 
railroads  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  advisable  for 
the  interest  of  the  State,"  we  the  undersigned,  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners  of  Alabama,  respectfully  make  this 
report  of  our  "acts  and  doings*'  for  the  year  ending  30th 
June,  1897. 

The  recent  unfortunate  and  unavoidable  distur- 
bance in  every  branch  of  business  in  Alabama  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever,  has  possibly 
more  seriously  affected  the  railroads  than  any  other  in- 
terest in  the  State,  in  the  loss  they  have  necessarily  sus- 
tained by  the  suspension  of  freight  and  passenger  traffic, 
and  in  the  interruption  with  some  roads,  in  official  ser- 
vice. 

delayed  reports. 

Some  of  the  railroad  companies  have  been  delayed  in 
making  their  reports  to  us  as  promptly  as  they  have 
hitherto  done,  or  as  the  law  directs  them  to  do,  and 
while  they  are  not  under  the  circumstances  censurable 
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for  dereliction  of  duty,  we  have  nevertheless  on  this  ac- 
count been  hindered  in  making  our  report  as  early  as 
we  desired  or  as  under  more  favorable  conditions  wo 
might  have  made  it. 

REVISION  OF  PASSENGER  AND  FREIGHT  TRAFFIC. 

We  have  endeavored  to  keep  ourselves. so  advised  of 
the  actual  working  of  the  railroad  system  of  Alabama^ 
and  to  exercise  such  supervision  over  the  passenger  and 
freight  tariffs  of  the  several  railroad  companies,  as  would 
enable  us  to  prevent  the  imposition  and  exaction  of  such 
rates  as  are  denounced  by  Section  1129  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  Alabama,  as  excessive,  extortionate  and  discrimina- 
tory. It  is  gratifying  to  us  t«  be  able  to  report  that  vio- 
lations of  the  law  in  this  respect  have  occurred  very  sel- 
dom, and  when  we  have  called  the  attention  of  the  of- 
fending railroad  companies  to  the  fact,  and  have  recom- 
mended such  a  change  in  the  rates  as  would  correct  the- 
evil,  they  have  with  commendable  promptness  adopted, 
and  ])iu  in  effect,  our  recommendations.  We  have  con- 
i'nu-A  our  reduction  of  rates  to  the  adjustment  of  such  in- 
equalities as  have  resulted  from  discrimination,  extor- 
tion and  oppression.  As  required  by  law  however,  we 
have  considered  and  carefully  revised  all  the  tariffs,  but 
in  consideration  of  the  limitations  and  restrictions  wisely 
imposed  on  our  exercise  of  official  discretion  by  Section 
1130  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Alabama,  which  prescribes  "a 
fair  and  just  return  on  the  value  of  the  railroad,  its  ap- 
purtenances and  equipment,"  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  any  general  reduction  of  the  rates,  and  confronted  as 
we  were  by  the  sworn  statements  of  the  authorized  rep- 
reaeotatives  of  the  several  railroad  companies,  as  to  the 
actual  or  net  earnings,  we  were  inhibited  from  mak- 
ing any  reduction  in  the  tariffs  except  in  the  instances, 
and  for  the  purposes,  above  indicated. 
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PHYSICAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  RAILROADS. 

Under  this  title,  it  afford^  us  Dleasure  to  make  from 
personal  inspection  and  observation,  a  favorable  report/ 
One  or  two  short  lines  with  resources  measured  by  a  lim- 
ited and  precarious  local  traffic,  constitute  notable  ex- 
ceptions to  the  generally  improved  condition  of  the  rail- 
roads of  the  State.  The  improvement  in  the  trunklines,> 
or  large  systems,  is  especially  conspicuous  in  all  the  fea- 
tures that  appertain  to  quick  and  safe  transit  for  passen- 
gers and  freight,  and  to  the  comfort,  convenience  and 
accommodation  afforded  by  superior  equipment,  and  a 
proper  consideration  for  the  wants  of  the  travelling  pub- 
lic. There  has  been  a  manifest  improvement  in  the 
equipment  of  railroads,  and  a  very  noticeable  progress 
in  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structure  over  last  year,, 
in  that  bridpjes  have  been  overhauled  and  strengthened» 
old  ties  replaced  by  new  ones,  heavier  steel  rail  grad- 
ually substituted  for  light,  tracks  ballasted,  trestles  tem- 
porarily used  for  expediency  or  economy,  filled  in  with 
earth,  and  an  abaadonment  of  iron  rail  until  thereis 
now  only  172.02  miles  in  the  aggregate  of  3,532.03  miles 
of  railroad   in  the  State. 

COMPLAINTS. 

There  has  been  little  if  any  abateaient  in  the  number 
of  complaints  made  against  railroad  companies.  Many 
have  been  made  under  a  misconception  of  our  jurisdic- 
tion as  to  matters  of  interstate  commerce  ;  sonie  possibly, 
from  a  too  sensitive  and  hastily  formed  impression  that 
the  railroad  companies  were  inconsiderate  of  the  com- 
fort, convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public ; 
some  from  a  lack  of  investigation,  and  absence  of  in- 
formation, as  to  the  net  earaiags  of  the  railroads,  and 
their  inability  to  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  toward  the 
shipper,  while  many  others  wore  based  upon  meritorious 
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considerations.  In  the  three  first  instances,  the  com- 
plaints have  been  without  exception,  withdrawn  when 
we  satisfied  the  complainants  of  their  error.  In  the  lat- 
ter instance  the  parties,  pro  and  con,  have  in  obedience 
to  our  summons,  appeared  before  us  with  their  witnesses, 
for  a  hearing  on  the  merits  of  the  complaints.  In  some 
instances  a  comj^romise  and  settlement  has  been  effected 
by  a  conference  between  the  parties  on  the  day  set  for 
heariiig,  without  the  intervention  of  the  commission. 
When  issue  has  been  joined,  a  patient  and  disp:\ssionate 
Jbi^aring  has  been  accorded  to  both  parties,  and  an  opin- 
ian  carefully  prepared  setting  forth  our  reasons  for  our 
decision,  has  been  rendered,  one  copy  of  which  has  been 
given  to  the  complainant,  and  one  to  the  defendant  and 
the  original  retained  in  our  oflSce  for  record  and  refer- 
ence. Awards  rendered  adverse  to  the  railroad  com- 
panies have  been  promptly  acquiesced  in  and  our  recom- 
mendations adopted,  while  complainants  have  ratified 
aur  decisions  adverse  to  them,  in  a  like  spirit  of  ap- 
proval. 

DEPOT  ACCOxMMODATIONS. 

We  regret  that  we  are  not  prepared  to  report  that  the 
depot  facilities  and  accommodations  of  all  the  railroads 
Aieet  fully  the  statutory  requirements  for  comfort  and 
eonvenience,  or  are  commensurate  with  other  appoint- 
ments provided  by  the  roads,  for  the  benefit  of  the  trav- 
elling public.  It  is  true  with  few  exceptions,  however, 
that  they  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  the  sta- 
tions using  them. 

The  liberal  expenditure  of  means  in  the  betterment  of 
the  roads  and  equipment  as  a  tribute  to  quick,  safe  and 
comfortable  transit,  has  been  in  some  instance  urged  as 
im  excuse  for  the  failure  to  provide  better  depot  facilities. 
A  gradual  improvement  has  been  made,  however,  on  this 
line,  by  building  new,  and  repairing  old,  depots,  either 
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voluntarily  by  the  railroad  companies,  or  upon  orders 
made,  with  plans  and  specifications  approved,,  by  us. 
While  oflScial  duty  demands  that  we  insist  on  better  de- 
pot facilities  in  general,  it  is  gratifying  to  us  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  magnificent  depot  now  under  process  of 
construction  and  approaching  completion  in  the  city  of 
Montgomery.  It  is  estimated  that  when  fully  completed, 
it  will  have  entailed  on  its  builders  in  the  cost  of  con- 
struction, an  expenditure  of  approximately  $400,000.  It 
is  not  only  a  substantial  compliment  to  the  spirit  of  en,- 
terprise  that  reared  it,  and  an  ornament  to  the  city  of 
Montgomery,  but  an  inestimable  contribution  to  the  com- 
fort, convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  travelling 
public.  A  similar  structure  in  the  city  of  Mobile  would 
supply  a  much  needed,  and  long  felt  want,  and  it  is  to 
us  a  source  of  regret  that  it  is  not  within  our  power  to 
have  it  built.  We  have  the  authority  to  order  the  con- 
struction of  separate  depots  by  the  several  railroad  com- 
panies entering  Mobile,  and  would  promptly  exercise  it, 
but  this  would  not  fill  the  measure  of  the  desire  of  the 
people,  and  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  business  interests, 
of  Mobile.  At  least  they  have  expressed  a  desire  to  let 
the  matter  remain  in  statu  quo,  in  the  reasonable  hope  of 
getting  a  union  depot  commensurate  with  the  commercial 
importance  of  the  city.  On  this  line  we  have  been  ex- 
erting ourselves  and  cherish  the  hope  that  our  efforts 
will  accomplish  the  desired  results. 

KBGULAR  SESSION  OF  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION. 

Section  1126  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Alabama  provides 
that  we  shall  have  our  office  at  the  Capitol,  and  shall 
there  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  Septem- 
ber excepted,  and  shall  remain  in  session  until  all  busi- 
ness before  us  is  disposed  of ;  and  we  shall  hold  other 
sessions  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  our  duties,  or  as  the  conyen- 
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ience  of  the  parfcies  may  ia  our  judgment,  require. 
With  au  earnest  desire  and  settled  purpose  to  carry  out 
fully  the  requirement  of  the  law,  we  have  in  addition  to 
our  regular  sessions,  which  have  been  almost  continuous 
at  the  Capitol,  held  special  sessions  for  the  convenience 
of  parties  and  witnesses  at  different  points  in  the  State,. 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  determining  complaints 
of  a  local  nature,  and  the  collection  of  such  inform %tion 
as  would  enable  us  to  more  intelligently  understand  and 
satisfactorily  dispose  of  questions  coming  before  us  un- 
der the  law  for  the  regulations  of  railroads  in  Alabama. 
We  find  this  departure  from  our  custom  of  holding  our 
sessions  exclusively  at  the  Capitol,  meets  with  the  ap- 
proval of  both  the  people  and  the  railroads. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  FURTHER  LEGISLATION. 

As  our  18th  Annual  Report  will  be  made  before  the 
next  General  Assembly  of  Alabama  will  convene,  we 
deem  it  advisable  to  defer  any  recommendations  for  fur- 
ther legislation  on  the  subject  of  railroads  until  we  make 
such  report. 

ACCIDENTS   ATTENDED     WITH    SERIOUS  INJURY  TO  PERSONS. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  sixty-five  and 
of  this  number  twenty-three  deaths  resulted.  Last  year 
thirty-one  were  reported  as  inji;red,with  two  deaths.  This 
larg3  increase  in  accidents  to  passengers  in  this  over  last 
year,  is  occasioned  by  two  derailments  and  one  collision. 
The  one  in  which  the  fatality  was  greatest  was  that  of 
passenger  train  No.  40  consisting  of  an  engine,  com- 
bination postal  and  baggage  car,  and  two  coaches, 
of  the  Birmingham  Mineral  Railroad  Company,  leav- 
ing Birmingham  on  the  morning  of  December 
27th,     1896,  and  which  went   down    with  the   greater 
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part  of  the  Cahaba  River  Bridge,  killing  twentj^-two 
passengers  and  injuring  six  others.  This  bridge  was 
owned  by  the  Southern  Railway  Company.  The  trains 
of  the  Birmingham  Mineral  Railroad  were  operated 
over  it  by  virture  of  a  joint  agreement  between  the  two 
companies,  under  which  the  Birmingham  Mineral  Rail- 
road uses  jointly  the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Railway 
.  from  Gurnee  Junction  to  Blocton  fourteen  miles.  The 
bridge  was  constructed  of  steel  upon  stone  piers  and  was 
erected  by  the  Keystone  Bridge  Company  some  seven 
years  ago. 

In  a  derailment  on  the  Mobile  and  Montgomery  Divi- 
sion of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  there 
were  four -injured,  and  in  a  collision  on  the  Alabama 
Great  Southern  Railroad  nine  were  injured.  Although 
the  persons  injured  by  accidents  are  more  than  double 
the  number  injured  last  year,  and  unaccounted  for,  are 
possibly  calculated  to  bring  censure  on  railroad  com- 
panies, yet  in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  passen- 
gers carried  there  was  only  one  injured  to  every  37,465 
transported. 

ACCIDENTS  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

The  whole  number  of  employees  in  Alabama  is  14,325. 
The  injuries  resulting  in  death  to  employes  was  45  as 
against  34  preceding  year,  and  accidents  not  fatal  were 
881  against  706  last  year,  an  increase  of  eleven  deaths 
and  seventy-five  injuries. 

TRESPASSERS. 

The  number  classed  as  trespassers  injured  was  186 
against  157  the  previous  year,  and  seventy-three  proved 
fatal. 
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NON-TRB3PASSBR8 . 

The  injuries  to  those  persons  neither  passengers,  em- 
ployees or  trespassers  was  three  less  than  last  year,  being 
fifteen,  five  of  whom  were  killed. 

CONSULTING    ENGINEER. 

Since  the  unfortunate  wr^ck  of  the  railroad  and  fear- 
ful loss  of  life,  at  Cahaba  Bridge  on  December  27th, 
1896,  and  the  virtual  impossibility  of  ascertaining  after 
the  fact,  wliether  the  disaster  resulted  from  defects  in 
the  structure  of  the  bridge,  or  was  the  work  of  designing 
persons  inspired  by  malice  to  the  railroad  company  or  a 
fiendish  greed  for  gain  at  the  cost  of  life  and  destruction 
of  property,  we  have  been  impressed  with  the  impor- 
tance as  a  duty  to  the  travelling  public,  of  inaugurating 
and  maintaining  a  careful  and  skillful  inspection  of  all 
the  railroad  trestles  and  bridges  in  the  State.  We  have 
no  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  but  in  order  to  investi- 
gate the  condition  of  any  bridge  or  trestle,  upon  the 
strength,  or  adequacy  of  which  for  the  service  required 
of  it,  any  suspicion  rests,  we  have  appointed  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  His  Excellency,  Governor 
Johnston,  George  S.  Wilkins,  Profeseor  of  the  Chair  of 
Engineering  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  our  consul- 
ting engineer.  We  have  also  called  on  the  railroad 
companies  of  the  State,  respectively,  for  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  their  bridges  and  trestles  to  be  kept  for  ex- 
amination and  reference  in  our  office,  and  as  aid  to 
Prof.  Wilkins  in  such  examinations  as  we  may  call  on 
him,  from  time  to  time,  to  make. 

Summary  Review  of  the  Salient  Features  of  the 
Railroad  System  of  the  State. 

construction. 

The  new  mileage  reported  for  this  year  amounts  to 
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84.46  miles.  The  companies  constructing  the  same 
were  the  La  Fayette  Railway  from  Opelika  to  La  Fayette 
22  miles;  Tallassee  and  Montgomery  from  Milstead,  on 
the  Western  Railway  of  Alabama,  to  Tallassee  7  miles; 
the  Birmingham  Mineral  Railroad  extends  a  branch  1.68 
miles;  the  1  mile  accredited  to  the  Seaboard  is  the 
diflfereace  between  the  mileage  as  now  given  and  when 
last  reported  ;  the  1 .78  miles  credited  to  the  Memphis 
and  Charleston  Railroad  is  from  remeasui:ement  or  other 
causes.

The  total  length  of  railroads  belonging  to  corporations 
making  returns  to  Ais  Department  is  3,524.27  miles  of 
main  line  and  branches  with  7.76  miles  of  double  track, 
making  a  total  of  3,532.03  miles.  Last  year  there  were 
3,469.60  miles  of  main  line  and  branches,  with  7.76 
miles  of  double  track,  show^in-;  an  increase  of  63.43 
miles  of  main  line  and  branches  making  returns  over 
that  of  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1896.  The  de- 
crease in  the  mileage  of  the  Alabama  Great  Southern 
Railroad  of  8.79  miles  results  from  a  change  of  the  spur 
tracks  heretofore  reported  as  branches,  into  sidings.  The 
1.62  miles  decrease  on  the  Birmingham  and  Atlantic 
Railroad  was  the  taking  up  of  the  Kitson  branch.  The 
Birmingham  Selma  and  New  Orleans  Railway  reports 
one  mile  less  of  main  line  and  a  similar  increase  in  its 
sidings.  The  Fort  Payne  and  Eastern  and  the  Ashville 
Tennessee  River  and  Coosa  Railways  have  had  the  iron 
taken  up  and  these  roads  are  now  abandoned. 

The  total  length  of  sidings  is  636.43  against  604.83  of 
last  year,  making  an  increase  of  31.60  miles.

IRON  RAILS. 

The  number  of  miles  reported  as  being  laid  in  iron 
rails  is  172.02,  'showing  a  decrease  of  29.89  of  over  last 
year,  but  there  is  really  an  additional  decrease  of  31  more 
miles,  as  this  amount  of  iron  is  shown  on  the  Seaboard 
Railway  of  Alabama,  which  was  one  of  the  companies 
failing  to  report  last  year.

The  Cahaba  Coal  Mining  Company's  Railroad  is  still 
operated  under  lease  joint  with  the  Alabama  Great 
Southern  and  the  Birmingham  Mineral  Railroad  Com- 
panies. With  the  exception  of  the  Gadsden  and  Attalla 
Union  Railway  Company  the  remaining  companies  are 
not  public  carriers,  but  simply  the  property  of  private 
corporations  engaged  in  mining  and  manufacturing 
lumber. 
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GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  including  freight,  passenger,  ex- 
press, mail,  &c.,  for  the  year  increased  $629,740.63, 
amounting  to,  $13,739,091.31. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses,  which  do  not  include  taxes 
and  interest  on  bonded  indebtedneos,  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $9,766,780.53,  being  an  increase  of 
$316,940.12  oVer  preceding  year  which  is  71  per  cent, 
of  the  total  gross  earnings,  showing  a  decrease  of  one 
percent,  in  the  proportion  of  operating  expenses  to 
earnings  over  previous  year.

The  amount  appraised  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  of 
Railway  property  was  $45,261,153.91  which  amounts  to 
18  per  cent,  of  the  appraised  value  of  all  the  property 
in  the  State. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  Alabama  Great  Southern  Railroad  paid  a  dividend 
of  .056376  per  cent,  on  preferred  stock.  The  La  Fayette 
Railway  paid  a  dividend  of  $4,800.  The  Nashville 
Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railway  paid  4  percent,  on 
common  stock.  The  Nashville  and  Decatur  6  per 
cent,  on  common  stock.  The  Southern  Railway  one 
per  cent,  on  preferred  stock.  The  Tnskegee  Railroad 
paid  $1,437  on  its  common  stock.  The  Western  Railway 
of  Alabama  3  per  cent,  on  common  stock. 
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MAINTENANCB    OP   WAY   AND   STRUCTURE. 

There  was  expended  in  the  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  $128,165.39  more  than  the  previous  year,  the 
total  amount  being  $2,402,380.98. 

P.iSSBNGERS   CARRIED    AND    PASSENGER    REVENUE. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  passengers  car- 
ried earning  revenue  of  264,552  from  the  preceding  year, 
the  number  being  2,435,238.  The  passenger  revenue 
which  amounted  to  $2,688,589.13,  was  decreased 
$168,210,91.  The  average  amount  received  per 
passenger  per  mile  was  2.7  cents.  The  number  of 
passengers  carried  does  not  include  those  hand- 
led over  the  Central  of  Georgia  Railway,  be- 
cause they  were  not  given  in  report  of  1896.  Said  re- 
turn for  that  year  being  very  irregular  on  account  of  con- 
solidation of  roads  into  the  Central  System  and  explained 
in  our  last  Report  on  page  VI.  The  number  of  passen- 
gers transported  in  Alabama  on  the  Central  of  Georgia 
Railway,  on  a  mileage  basis,  would  be  460,502  for  the 
present  year. 

FREIGHT   CARRIED    AND    FREIGHT    REVENUE. 

There  was  an  increase  of  3,250,499  tons  of  freight  car- 
ried earning  revenue^  as  compared  with  previous  year 
The  total  being  14,705,942  and  the  amount  received  was 
$10,020>614.54,  and  for  the  reasons  given  under  Passen- 
gers Carried  and  Passenger  Revenue,  the  number  of  tons 
of  freight  carried  by  the  Central  of  Georgia  Railway  was 
not  included  in  the  14,705,942,  but  was  on  the  basis 
mentioned  557,327  tons. 

TRAIN    MILEAGE. 

Passenger  trains  ran  3,228,926  miles,  which  was  494,-, 
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223  miles  less  than  previous  year.  Freight  trains  ran 
6,811,393  miles,  an  increase  of  585,288  miles,  and  the 
miscellaneous  mileage  increased  471,499  miles,  amount- 
ing to  3,7V0,246  miles,  and  so  making  a  total  of  13,810,- 
565  miles,  or  an  increase  of  562,564  miles  over  year  1896. 

REMARKS. 

The  magnitude  of  the  railroad  interest  of  Alabama 
does  not  appear  to  a  casual  observer,  or  upon  a  superfi- 
cial investigation,  but  can  only  be  fully  comprehended 
and  adequately  estimated  by  a  careful  consideration  of 
all  the  facts  necessary  to  disclose  the  actual  working  of 
the  railroad  system.     From  the  foregoing  summary  we 
find  that  the  total  mileage  of  railroads  in  Alabama  on 
the  30th  June  last  3,614.78,  an  increase  of  31.60  miles 
over  last  year,  and  that  there  are  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, and  will  be  completed  and  added  to  the  aggregate 
of  mileage  in  our  18th  Annual  Report,  the  Mobile  and 
Ohio  Extension,  to  run  from  Columbus,   Mississippi,   to 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  a  distance  of  187  miles,  including 
branches;  the  Mobile,  Jackson  &  Kansas  City  Railroad, 
running  a  distance  of  30  miles  from  Mobile  to  Dog  River, 
and  the  road  of  the  Plant  System  from  Newton  to  Elba , 
a  distance  of  36  miles.     The  railroads  embraced  in  our 
general  report,  with  a  gross  income  of  $13,739,091.31, 
disbursed  71  per  cent,  of  same  in  operating  expenses , 
exclusive  of  taxes  and  interest  on  bonds,  of  which  their 
laborers   and  employees  in   Alabama  are  in    a  great 
measure  the  beneficiaries.     Of  the  remainder  they  pay 
in  taxes,  State,  county  and  municipal,  in  round  num- 
bers, $550,000.     This  leaves  to  pay  interest   about  3f 
per  cent,  on  what  would  be  considered  a  fair  valua- 
tion of  the  railroad  property  under  normal  conditions  in 
the  State  of  Alabama. 

With  railroad  corporations  representing  such  vast  in- 
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torest,  ao  iutimately  blended  with  tlie  coiiiiiitiiciai,iaduo- 
trUl  aud  social  life  of  the  country,  and  exerting  an  influ- 
ence and  powfir  only  limited  by  their  capacity  for  good 
or  their  opportunities  for  evil,  the  labor  and  delicacy  of 
the  service  and  the  gravity  and  responsibility  of  the  trust 
committed  to  us,  of  holding  the  scales  of  justice  in  equi- 
poise between  the  shipper  and  carrier  under  the  law  for 
th^e  regulation  of  the  railroads  in  Alabama,  is  apparent 
to.^very  reflecting  mind  who  has  dispassionately  and 
unselfishly  considered  the  subject.  If  additional  evi- 
dence were  necessary  to  satisfy  the  skeptical  of  the  im- 
portance of  a  Railroad  Commission  as  a  medium  of  ad- 
ji^^ment  between  the  people  and  railroad  companies,  it 
in,, only  iiecessary  to  refer  such,  to  the  records  of  our 
oflSce,  always  open  for  inspection,  but  too  voluminous  to 
^6(J^^oduce  in  this  report.

Contract  with  the  Southern  Express  Company,  dated  April  7th,  1894.  and 
expires  May  1st,  1P99.  Under  its  provisions,  the  railroad  Company  furnishes 
the  necessary  car  space  in  its  passenger  trains  properly  heated  and  lighted, 
and  transports  the  business  of  the  Express  Company.  The  railroad  com- 
pany receives  in  compensation  for  such  service  40%  of  the  gross  receipts 
of  the  Express  company,  with  a  guaranty  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  the 
railroad  company  shall  not  be  less  than  $15,808.35  per  annum.  The  rail- 
road company  also  furnishes  storage  and  office  room  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  business  of  the  express  company. 

There  is  no  written  contract  with  the  United  States  Government  for  the 
transportation  of  mails,  but  the  railroad  company  furnishes  space,  properly 
heated  and  lighted,  in  its  passenger  trains*  and  transports  the  mails  for 
such  compensation  as  is  fixed  under  the  rules  of  the  Post  Office  department 
based  upon  a  result  of  the  weighing  of  the  mail  for  tliirty  consecutive 
working  days.  The  compensation  has  been  fixed  until  Jnne  30th,  1900  un- 
lesscbanged,  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  department,  at  $39,485.92  per 
annum. 

Agreement  with  Pullman's  Palace  Car  Company,  dated  September  Ist, 
1896,  for  sleeeping  and  drawing  room  car  service.  Railroad  company  pays 
no  mileage  for  use  of  cars,  cleans  cars  outside  and  lubricates  them.  Fur- 
nishes links,  pins,  air  brake  and  steam  coupling  hose.  Replaces  broken 
glass  and  furnishes  supplies  generally  required  by  a  first  class  coach.  Rail- 
road company  also  furnishes  room  and  conveniences  for  airing  and  storing 
bedding  and  cleaning  of  cars.  All  damages  to  cars  from  accidents  except- 
ing those  arising  from  heating  or  lighting  apparatus  are  made  good  by  rail- 
road company.  Agreement  expires  May  31st,  1908,  when  it  may  be  renewed 
for  further  period  of  ten  year  on  same  terms ;  or  the  railroad  company 
may  purchase  cars  running  locally  on  its  line  with  furnishings  at  valuation 
of  three  appraisers,  one  to  be  selected  by  each  company  and  the  third  by 
the  two  thus  chosen. 

No  contract  with  freight  or  transportation  companies  or  lines. 

Contract  with  different  railroad  companies  dated  December  24,  1887, 
agreeing  not  to  pay  for  mileage  on  refrigerator  cars  exceeding  three  fourths 
^f  a  cent  per  mile. 
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Agreement  [between  the  Kansas  City,  Springfield  &  Memphis  Railroad 
Company  (succeeded  by  the  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott  <fe  Memphis  Railroad 
Company)  and  the  Kansas  City,  Memphis  &  Birmingham  Railroad  Com- 
paily,  dated  February  10, 1887,  by  which  the  first  named  company  agrees  to 
pay  the  treasurer  of  the  last  named  company,  in  trust  ten  per  cent  of  its 
gross  earnings  derived  from  all  business  over  its  road  going  to  or  coming 
from  the  last  named  company's  road,  for  a  period  of  forty  years  from 
March  1,  1887,  to  be  applied :  First,  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the 
Birmingham  company's  first  mortgate  bonds,  if  the  same  is  not  earned  by 
that  company.  Second,  the  purchase  by  advertisement  of  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  said  Kansas  City,  Memphis  &  Birmingham  railroad  company, 
at  not  exceeding  110  and  accrued  interest. 

No  contract  with  steamship  or  steamboat  companies. 

Agreement  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  dated  July  3l8t, 
1894,  expires  in  1911.  Two  wires  are  set  aside  on  main  line  for  railroad  use 
and  others  will  be  set  aside  when  required.  Where  but  one  wire  is  strung, 
it  is  used  jointly,  Important  railroad  business  taking  precedence.  When 
additional  wires  become  necessary  for  railroad  use  this  company  is  to  pay 
cost  of  material  in  place.  For  extensions  and  new  construction  and  for 
repairs  and  renewals  of  present  lines,  including  the  two  wires  set  apart  to 
the  railroad,  the  telegraph  company  furnishes  the  material  and  a  foreman 
in  charge  of  construction  and  repair  force,  and  the  railroad  company  fur- 
nishes the  labor,  provided  that  in  new  construction  the  telegraph  company 
shall  not  have  more  than  twice  as  many  wires  as  may  hereafter  be  put  up 
for  railroad  company.  The  telegraph  company  furnishes  instruments^ 
batteries,  and  supplies  and  the  railroad  company  furnishes  operators  and 
ofiice  room,  lighted  and  heated.  When  collect  messages  at  any  station  ex- 
ceed three  thousand  a  year,  the  telegraph  company  will  furnish  an  operator 
who  shall  without  charge  attend  to  railroad  business.  When  more  than 
one  operator  is  needed  the  railroad  company  will  furnish  its  own.  Free 
transportation  is  given  material  for  use  on  K.  C.  F.  S.  <&M.  R.  R.  System 
and  a  half -rate  on  material  for  other  lines.  Railroad  company  wires  are  un- 
der supervision  of  a  superintendent,  paid  by  telegraph  company  and  allowed 
one  clerk  paid  by  telegraph  company.
